Occasionally a variety that has 
been grown many years in other 
parts of the country has not been 
tried locally. And a trial may prove 
it unusually well adapted to local 
soil* and environment. Then there 
are new varieties coming into popu­ 
larity year after year, many of them 
sought because they are resistant to 
one or more of the common potato 
diseases, These, too, should be test­ 
ed lf they have not already been 
grown locally. These include: 
Earlaine—An early variety; eyes 
shallow ; resistant to mild mosaic.

PRUNING HELPS 
HYDRANGEAS TO 
BLOOM BETTER

In other words, while it is 
supposed to be treated as an a n ­ 
nual or biennial—grown from seed 
each spring or from plants developed 
from seed the previous sum m er— 
it is allowed to run wild and thereby 
deteriorate into a cheap perennial 
seedling year after year. 
To avoid reversions to its natural 
washed-out pink and white shades, 
growers should plant seed each year. 
And the seed should be purchased 
from a reliable nursery. Homegrown 
seed is likely to be from 49 to 90 per 
cent cross-pollinated and to incure a 
sim ilar rate of likelihood of reverting 
to their parent colors. First quality 
as well as maximum colored flowers 
are produced chiefly from plants 
grown 
from improved strains of 
seed. 
Hollyhocks make excellent solid 
border or background plants. They 
come into bloom in July and early 
August after the flush spring bloom­ 
ing annuals and perennials have 
faded, when color and vigor of bloom 
and foliage are badly needed in the 
home grounds. And their flowers 
continue until fall frosts come. 
This plant appreciates a deeply 
fertile, well drained loam in a sunny 
location for its greatest display of 
beauty. Well rotted m anure spaded 
into the soil Sefore plants are set 
out is beneficial. Too, some well bal­ 
anced fertilizer may be added. 
To grow hollyhocks to their full 
stature of 
form and flower seed 
should be sown in window boxes, hot­ 
beds or coldflames within the next 
three to four weeks. After true leaves 
form the plants should be shifted to 
individual pots, bands or other con­ 
tainers and kept thriving under 
glass in a sunny coldframe until 
frost dangers are past. Gradually 
hardening them off as they near 
final transplanting size by wkse ven­ 
tilation will better insure plants 
vigor to survive outdoor conditions. 
The final shift to their growing 
site should be made without disturb­ 
ing the roots. This Ls an easy m atter 
if ordinary clay pots or simple plant 
bands are used for bringing plants 
to transplanting size in tile cold- 
fram e. 
R ust is the chief dangerous dis­ 
ease of the hollyhock. Two effective 
m ethods of preventing or reducing 
ju st are advised.

Addressing a secret and extra­ 
ordinary* consistory of the College 
of Cardinals of the Roman Catholic 
church on the rase of Josef Cardinal 
M indewenty, the Pontiff asked pray­ 
ers to the end that: 
**, , . Those who rashly trample 
upon the liberty of the church and 
the rights of human conscience may 
at length understood that no civil 
society can endure when religion has 
bern suppressed and God. as it were, 
driven into exile/’ 
r u s h e d With Grief" 
The Pope said "Our soul is crushed 
with most bitter grief * by the trial 
and 
condemnation

garian primate. 
In a brief speech to 16 Cardinals 
closeted with him in the consistorial 
hall of the Apostolic Palace, the Pon­ 
tiff declared the Hungarian primate's 
trial had not been fairly reported 


"Tile principle object of the trial, 
tile Pope said. “was to disrupt the 
Catholic church in Hungary and 
precisely for the purpose set forth 
in the sacred scripture: 'I shall strike 
the Shepherd and the sheep of the 
flock shall 
be dispensed'"

"Outraged Rights of ( hurrh" 
The Pope declared Cardinal Min- 
daenty's physical condition during 
the trial was "inexplicable except af* 
the result of secret influences which 
may not be publicly revealed ; 
to 
prove this there is the fact that a 
man endowed with the full vigor of 
a forceful nature suddenly appears 
weak and mentally unbalanced." 
The Pontiff branded “completely 
f a t e ’ 
the Hungarian government's 
assertions that "the whole question 
at Issue was that this Apostolic See 
in furtherance of plans for political 
domination ol nations gave instruc­ 
tions to oppose the Republic of Hun­ 
gary and its rulers." 
We are doing/’ the Pontiff told 
the 16 assembled Princes of the Ro­

church, "what

outraged rights of the church and 
the dignity of the human person 
clearly dem and/’ 
This apparently was a reference 
to the excommunication of all those 
involved in the arrest, trial and im ­ 
prisonment of the Hungarian pri­ 
mate and his sentencing to life im ­ 
prisonment in Budapest last week.

The scouts oegan ri-riving in G et­ 
tysburg about 9:30 o'clock Satur­ 
day morning. By IO o’clock traffic 
was slowed to a snail’s pace from 
the high school to the square as 
hundreds of cars and buses filled 
Baltimore street. Tile caravan some­ 
tim es moved two abreast on Balti­ 
more street, and later in the day, 
when the group toured the battle­ 
field, the cars drove in some cases 
three abreast in order to keep the 
procession down to about a mile in 
length. State 
police halted other 
traffic to permit the Scout vehicles 
to keep together. 
A parade from W ainwright ave­ 
nue to the National Cemetery for 
the morning exercises was led by 
Colonel 
Adams, and six mounted 
! state policemen. At 
the cemetery 
Admiral John Ball presented pins 
to 250 tenderfoot scouts, as ssted by 
members of the Keystone state coun­ 
cil executive committee and others, 
j Massed behind the tenderfoot scouts 
were nearly 200 American and Boy 
Scout flags for various troops par­ 
ticipating in the pilgrimage. 
Scouts Carry Torches 
Dr. Henry VV. A. Hanson, president 
of Gettysburg college, delivered the 
invocation. 
Admiral 
Ball, 
b< fore 
presenting the pins, told the .scouts 


was handed Governor Duff who in 
turn ignited a permanent torch plac­ 
ed on the platform. Tile York-Adams 
council torch was lighted by Paul 
Aumen, Jr., of Hanover. 
Aumen in turn gave the torch to 
Victor Reynolds.
